In  the  above  list  you  will  note  the  steady  decrease  in 
the  number  of  criminal  prosecutions  during  the  past 
year  as  compared  A\dth  the  previous  years  of  my  occu- 
pancy as  your  chief. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  year  past  it  seems 
worthy  of  comment  that  crime  generally  in  this  town 
is  on  the  decrease  rather  than  on  the  increase.  It  must 
be  acknowledged  that  in  order  to  accomplish  good  re- 
sults much  time,  thought  and  strength  has  been  given 
by  all  who  have  had  a  part  in  this  work.  I  am  pleased 
to  note  that  our  labors  have  not  been  in  vain. 

Boys  and  girls  under  age  have  been  taken  off  the 
streets  at  night  and  returned  to  their  parents.  Children 
under  sixteen  years  of  age  have  been  sent  from  dance 
halls  when  not  accompanied  by  their  parents  or  guard- 
ian. Intoxicated  people  have  been  picked  up  in  the 
streets,  cared  for  and  taken  to  their  respective  homes, 
that  no  criminal  record  would  be  recorded  against  them. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  thank  the  chairman  and 
members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  especially  the  con- 
stables who  have  cooperated  with  me  during  my  four 
short  years  of  administration.
